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LICENSING  SHOWS,  OPEN-AIR  MEETINGS,  BILLIARD  TABLES 
AND  BOWLING  ALLEYS 

286:2  Theatricals;  Parades;  Meetings.  No  theatrical  or  dramatic  repre- 
sentation shall  be  performed  or  exhibited,  and  no  parade  or  procession  upon 
any  public  street  or  way,  and  no  open-air  public  meeting  upon  any  ground 
abutting  thereon,  shall  be  permitted,  unless  a  special  license  therefor  shall 
first  be  obtained  from  the  selectmen  of  the  town. 

286:4  Licenses;  Fees.  Every  such  special  license  shall  be  in  writing 
and  shall  specify  the  day  and  hour  of  the  permit  to  perform  or  exhibit,  or  of 
such  parade,  procession  or  open-air  public  meeting.  Every  licensee  shall  pay 
in  advance  for  such  license,  for  the  use  of  the  city  or  town,  a  sum  not  more 
than  three  hundred  dollars  for  each  day  such  licensee  shall  perform  or  exhibit, 
or  such  parade,  procession  or  open-air  public  meeting  shall  take  place;  but 
the  fee  for  a  license  to  exhibit  in  any  hall  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars. 

286:4-a  Added  Expense  to  Town.  The  selectmen  of  any  town  or  the 
licensing  committee  of  any  city  shall  determine  whether  the  fee  for  the  license 
prescribed  therein  will  for  each  event  licensed  hereunder  be  adequate  to  reim- 
burse the  town  or  city  for  the  extra  expense  in  protecting  the  health  and  safe- 
ty of  the  public  which  can  reasonably  be  attributed  to  the  event  to  be  li- 
censed. When  the  license  fee  is  found  to  be  inadequate,  the  promoter  of  the 
event  shall  agree  to  put  in  writing  to  reimburse  the  town  for  the  amount  of 
such  expense  in  excess  of  the  license  fee  and  shall  furnish  a  bond  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  amount  in  a  form  acceptable  to  the  licensing  committee  or 
selectmen. 

286:5  Penalty.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sections 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  if  a  natural  person,  or  guilty  of  a  felony  if 
any  other  person.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen  to  prosecute  for  every 
violation  of  this  chapter. 


BROOKFIELD  BICENTENNIAL 

In  1975  at  the  March  Town  Meeting  the  Town  voted  to  spend  $1500.00 
to  restore  the  Town  Hall  and  to  use  the  long  standing  Eva  C.  Willey  Memorial 
Fund  to  paint  and  restore  the  Churchill  School  (build  in  1803)  as  a  museum. 
The   Selectmen   appointed  Adelaide   R.   Hughes  as  Bicentennial   Chairman. 

The  actual  work  started  in  March  1976.  Ralph  Shortridge  contracted  to 
paint  the  School.  A  committee  composed  of  three  former  school  pupils, 
Mrs.  Ethel  Lang  Tucker,  Miss  Lillian  West,  and  Mrs.  Hughes  catalogued  all  the 
books  that  were  to  be  saved,  duplicates  were  boxed  and  given  to  the  Gafney 
Library  for  their  use  or  sale. 

The  Selectmen  after  getting  bids  on  the  painting  of  the  Town  Hall  hired 
Jerry  Clough.  As  the  two  ceiling  stencils  and  side  wall  stencil  had  to  be  re- 
stored Mark  Olimpio  of  Wakefield  was  hired  as  the  artist. 
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The  main  hall  floor  was  sanded  and  refinished  by  Carroll  M.  Shea  and  the 
entrance  hall,  kitchen  and  entrance  to  the  Schoolhouse  carpeted  by  Carroll  J. 
Shea,  both  of  Union.  These  were  a  Bicentennial  gift  to  the  Town  by  an  anon- 
ymous donor. 

Currie  DeBow  climbed  to  the  belfry  and  attached  new  ropes  to  the  two 
bells. 

In  March  1976  an  application  was  made  for  a  grant  from  the  New  Hamp- 
shire American  Revolutionary  Bicentennial  Commission,  which  approved  the 
restoration  plans  and  a  check  for  $1,000.00  was  received  by  the  Town  and 
gratefully  accepted. 

The  first  Bicentennial  event  was  on  April  23,  1976  when  the  N.  H.  Cones- 
toga  wagon  came  to  Brookfield  to  collect  the  Townspeople's  signatures  on 
Pledges  to  our  Country,  which  were  taken  by  the  wagons  from  each  of  the  50 
states  to  Valley  Forge  for  the  July  4th  celebration.  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Roland  S. 
Hughes  presented  the  Town  with  an  American  flag  and  flagpole  and  Mrs. 
Raymond  Flanagan  of  the  N.  H.  American  Revolutionary  Bicentennial  Com- 
mission presented  the  Bicentennial  flag  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen 
Norman  Royle. 

Many  willing  hands  cleaned  up  the  yard  and  shrubbery,  painted  the  settees 
and  scrubbed  the  kitchen  in  readiness  for  July  3rd  1976. 

The  Bicentennial  Supper  for  200  residents  (and  that  was  a  "squeeze  in") 
was  chaired  by  Helen  C.  Churchill.  The  Selectmen,  the  supper  committee  and 
many  guests  came  in  Colonial  costume.  The  tables  were  decorated  in  red, 
white  and  blue,  a  delicious  supper  was  served  buffet  style  and  old  songs  were 
sung. 

A  small  historical  booklet  which  was  written  by  several  Brookfield  natives 
and  long  time  residents,  was  printed  and  offered  at  $1.00  each. 

There  were  many  former  Churchill  School  graduates  in  attendance  and 
some  found  their  youthful  pictures  in  the  old  school  pictures  on  display  in 
the  school  room.  The  chairman  would  like  to  have  either  as  a  gift  or  on  loan, 
any  other  school  pictures  to  fill  in  the  gaps  of  the  years  so  if  you  have  any 
please  contact  Mrs.  Hughes.

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BROOKFIELD  PLANNING  BOARD 
1976  Report 

In  1976  the  Board  completed  recommendations  to  the  Town  concerning 
revisions  in  the  Building  Code,  and  held  the  necessary  hearings  prior  to  ac- 
ceptance of  the  changes  by  the  voters  in  March. 

Subdivision  activity  was  at  a  low  level  with  only  five  new  lots  approved, 
all  on  existing  roads.  Regarding  subdivisions  on  existing  roads,  the  Board 
voted  to  reduce  application  fees  to  no  more  than  the  actual  cost  of  hearing 
notices  and  recording  fees. 

The  developers  of  Brookfield  Heights  applied  to  the  Board  for  details  of 
construction  requirements  to  complete  pavement  of  the  road.  After  consul- 
tation with  the  State  Department  of  Highways,  instructions  were  given  and 
the  road  was  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  our  inspector. 

The  Board  discussed  requiring  owners  of  subdivisions  more  than  three 
years  old  and  not  improved  to  resubmit  plans  showing  lots  changed  to  con- 
form to  zoning  changes  made  in  1974.  After  much  discussion  and  considera- 
tion of  three  such  subdivisions  the  Board  voted  that  one  had  not  been  active 
and  it  has  been  required  to  be  updated  to  new  lot  sizes  as  in  accordance  with 
RST  36-24a.
